The  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  May  5,  1986  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  P.  M.  by  Moderator 
William  F.  McKeon,  Jr.  The  pledge  of  allegiance  to  the  flag  was  given. 
Checkers  were  Elaine  Varley,  Irene  Goulart,  Mary  Perry  and  Alice  Souza. 
One  Hundred  Forty  Nine  voters  were  in  attendance. 

After  motion  to  recess  meeting  was  voted,  the  Special  Town  Meeting 
was  called  to  order  at  7:31  P.  M.

This 
section  shall  not  apply  to  buildings  or  additions  used  for 
residential  purposes.

or  soil  from  land  in  Dighton  is  prohibited  until  a  permit  authorizing 
such  removal- is  issued  by  the  appropriate  authority. 

No  permit  shall  be  issued  until  a  public  hearing  has  been  held.. 

Notice  of  the  hearing  is  to  be  published  in  at  least  two  of 
the  local  newspapers  7  days  prior  to  the  hearing. 

All  abuttors  are  to  be  notified  by  registered  or  certified 
mail  7  days  before  the  hearing. 

This  by-law  is  to  be  administered  and  managed  by  a  committee 
called  the  Soil  Conservation  Board,  consiting  of  the  three  Selectmen 
and  four  appointees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  on  a  yearly 
basis. 

The  Soil  Conservation  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  establish 
general  rules  and  regulations  for  the  mining  and  removal  of  sand, 
gravel,  soil,  or  loam  in  the  Town  of  Dighton  and  shall  have  the 
authority  to  place  specific  conditions  on  all  removal  permits  that 
it  issues , .

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 

ANNUAL  REPORT  —  DIGHTON,  MASS. 

DECEMBER  31,  1986 

Cn  Jme  30,  1987  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  ‘will  'complete 
twenty-eight  years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year  round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito 
breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several 
different  measures  of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice 
during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larvicidinq  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in 
areas  v^ere  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch 
basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and 
number  -  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of 
mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations 
and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  yecir  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito 
drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding 
sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use 
pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and 
environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides 
as  are  practical  with  the  environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England 
area.  We  are  presently  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our 
larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that 
dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito 
populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide 
applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly 
basis. 

The  1986  mosquito  season  started  out  to  be  about  average  with  larvae  beginning 
to  appear  in  early  March.  With  precipitation  during  the  winter  months  again 
being  below  normal,  many  known  breeding  sites  did  not  have  enough  water  to 
support  heavy  mosquito  breeding.  Many  sites  began  to  dry  out  with  the  arrival 
of  warm  Spring  days.  These  conditions  resulted  in  a  below  average  emergence  of 
Spring  brood  mosquitos.  It  appeared  by  late  April  and  early  May  that  we  would 
have  little  or  no  problems  controlling  mosquitos  during  the  1986  season. 

This  changed  when  4  inches  of  rain  fell  throughout  Bristol  County  on  June 
6th  with  another  1.15  inches  on  June  12th.  By  the  end  of  July  we  had  a  total  of 
13.15  inches  of  rainfall.  Nearly  everything  that  would  hold  water  was  now 
filled  and  breeding.  The  number  of  mosquitos  taken  frc«n  our  light  traps 
increased  daily,  reaching  over  1,000  mosquitos  per  trap  per  night  in  sane  areas 
of  the  county.  Light  trap  collections  were  closely  studied  with  each  mosquito 
species  being  identified  and  counted.  When  large  mosquito  populations  emerge  in 
late  July  and  August  our  main  conern  is  the  danger  of  an  outbreak  of  EE  if  high 
levels  of  the  EE  virus  are  present. 
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with  increased  spraying,  mosquito  populations  began  to  decline  and  calls  for 
spraying  tapered  off.  The  spraying  continued  until  the  first  of  October  to 
insure  that  there  would  not  be  any  danger  to  the  public  from  an  EE  outbreak.  No 
cases  were  reported  in  Bristol  County  during  the  1986  season. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to  water  management 
projects.  At  this  time  crews  cut  brush  and  clean  debris  from  existing  ditches 
and  streams  in  order  to  insure  a  better  flow  of  water  from  normally  wet  areas. 

EXiring  the  spring  and  summer  months  a  total  of  93.75  acres  were  larvicided  and 
91  catch  basins  that  were  found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall 
and  winter  months  a  total  of  1,350  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches  and  1,100 
feet  of  drainage  'ditch  was  reclaimed. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their 
continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forv/ard  to  serving  them  in  the 
ccaning  year.  Should  anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve 
a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work, 
treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked,  please  feel  free 
to  call  our  office.

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SEWER  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 
JANUARY  1,  1986  —  DECEMBER  31,  1986 


The  year  1986  has  been  a  productive  one  for  the  Sewer  Commissioners  and 
as  of  July  1,  1986  has  established  a  seperate  entity  to  be  know  as  the 
Enterprise  Fund  to  account  for  all  transactions  in  the  operation  of  the 
sewer  system. 

In  March  1986  the  voters  elected  Richard  E.  Holbrook  for  a  3  year  term 
and  at  the  first  meeting  the  board  elected  Albert  Enos,  Jr.  Chairman 
and  Richard  E.  Holbrook,  Clerk.  With  Joseph  Hathaway  as  -the  third 
member^  the  board  enjoyed  a  full  year  with  the  same  members  which 
provided  a  continunity  not  seen  for  the  past  few  years. 

As  of  May  15  our  Supt.  Ernest  Atwood  resigned  and  the  board  appointed 
Harold  Gracia  as  the  new  superintendent  and  Joseph  Carlos  as  his  assis¬ 
tant.  Together  they  have  maintained  the  two  pumping  stations  as  well 
as  inspecting  all  new  tie  ins  to  the  system. 

As  of  December  31,  1986  269  homes  and  businesses  were  hooked  up  to  the 
system  and  all  but  11  homes  have  paid  their  one  time  assessment  and  made 
contracts  to  tie  in.  The  board  has  recommended  that  legal  action  be  taken 
to  enforce  the  mandate  that  all  homes  in  the  district  be  tied  in. 

The  Parkman  Associates  Development  at  the  bottom  of  South  Walker  Street 
(in  Taunton)  built  a  sub  station  and  laid  sewer  lines  to  tie  in  to  the 
Park  St.  station.  This  sub  station  was  turned  over  to  the  City  of 
Taunton  and  the  Enterprise  Fund  willbe  credited  for  the  gallonage  pumped 
thru  our  system  plus  a  fee  to  reduce  our  costs.  Up  to  75  homes  will  be 
connected  by  spring  of  87. 

Our  secretary,  Lucille  McGillivray,  resigned  as  of  January  1987  and 
her  dedication  and  services  will  be  missed  by  the  board.  Her  successor 
Mary  Lou  Drown,  will  take  over  as  of  January  8,  1987. 

An  open  invitation  to  all  residents  of  the  town  is  extended  to  those  who 
have  questions  or  suggestions  of  the  board.  meetings  are  held  the 

second  and  fourth  Thursdays  of  the  month  at  7:00  p.m.  at  the  rear  of 
the  Town  Office. 

Again  we  wish  to  thank  the  other  town  offices  and  office  staff  for  their 
h  elp  and  cooperation.

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BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


This  is  the  twenty-second  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  During  the  year  1986  this  Board  conducted  forty  three 
(43)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of 
these  cases  thirty  six  were  granted  and  seven  were  denied  or 
tabled . 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  memebers  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in 
failing  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a 
variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public 
or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if 
there  were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to 
owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is 
drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application 
of  the  law  deprives  the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all  beneficial 
use  of  his  land.

As  part  of  our  training  program  a  "Mock  Disaster  and  Emer¬ 
gency  Rescue  Drill"  was  held  in  the  Town  of  Berkley  with  Fire  and 
Ambulance  personnel  and  equipment  from  Berkley,  Dighton,  Freetown, 
Lakeville  and  Raynharn,  This  type  of  excercise  is  a  very  important 
part  of  our  training  program. 

The  replacement  of  the  Fire  Chiefs  car  and  a  request  for  some 
full-time  Firemen/EMT' s  will  be  ray  priorities  for  the  upcoming 
Town  Meeting  in  May  1987.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Town  Moderator,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
CITIZENS  OF  DIGHTON: 

The  Town  Moderator  appointed  the  Finance  Committee  for  1986-1987 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  May  5,  1986.  The  committee  welcomes 
Fred  Rines  and  Lisa  Lach-Fletcher  as  new  members  and  thanks  their 
retiring  member,  Carol  Chencus  who  served  as  recording  secretary. 

The  Finance  Committee  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  to  Carol 
for  all  her  valuable  contributions  over  the  past  three  years. 

All  money  articles  on  the  warrant  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  were 
reviewed,  and  recommendations  were  given  on  all  articles.  A  record 
budget  of  $4.7  million  was  approved  by  the  voters  of  which  $131,512 
was  transferred  from  the  Overlay  Surplus,  Free  Cash,  and  Stabilization 
Funds . 

The  Town  of  Dighton  has  complied  with  Proposition  2k  for  the  sixth 
consecutive  year.  The  levy  has  stayed  below  the  two  and  one  half 
percentage  ceiling  of  the  total  valuation.  The  appropriations  and 
county/state  charges  have  increased,  but  have  been  balanced  with 
increases  in  State  Aid.  This  has  been  accomplished  with  the  cooper¬ 
ation  of  Town  Officials.  Once  again,  the  Finance  Committee  thanks 
Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont,  Mrs.  Joan  Silvia  and  Mrs.  Janice  Boucher  for 
their  special  efforts.  A  special  note  of  .appreciation  to  Mr.  Armand 
Gagne  and  Mr.  Frank  G.  Costa  for  their  continued  assistance  to  our 
committee.

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1986  ANNUAL  REPORT  —  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  DIGHTON: 

Cable  Television  became  a  reality  during  the  year  of  1986.  Many  thanks, 
are  extrended  to  the  Cable  Television  Advisory  Committee  for  their  time 
and  effort.  They  were  able  to  negotiate  extended  geographic  coverage 
during  the  provisional  period. 

The  triennial  recertification  of  valuation  was  completed  and  approved 
by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue.  As  planned,  estimated  tax 
bills  were  sent  out  for  the  first  billing  period.  The  mailing  of  the 
second  half  of  the  tax  bills  was  late  due  in  part  by  late  submission 
and  by  a  processing  backlog  at  the  Department  of  Revenue. 

Charles  P.  Terry,  a  nine  (9)  year  Selectman  chose  not  to  run  for  office. 
The  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  him  for  his  wise  counsel,  even- 
handed  deliberation  and  years  of  service.  Frank  G.  Costa  was  elected 
to  fill  the  vacancy  on  the  board.  Leo  Pivirotto,  an  Assessor  more  than 
twenty  (20)  years,  also  chose  not  to  run.  Our  thanks  and  best  wishes  go 
to  him.  He  was  replaced  by  David  Long  at  the  annual  election.  Leanor 
Mendonca  resigned  as  Town  Accountant  to  take  a  similar  position  in  another 
jurisdiction.  Thank  you,  Lee.  She  was  ultimately  replaced  by  Janice 
Boucher.  Carol  Chencus  resigned  from  the  Finance  Committee  after  many 
years  of  service.  While  on  the  subject  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Tow 
is  in  need  of  volunteers  to  serve  on  this  most  important  committee  as 
regards  the  budget  process  and  Town  Meeting.  We  also  thank  Ernest  Atwood 
for  his  stay  as  Supt.  of  the  Sewer  Dept,  during  the  period  of  the  process 
tie-in  to  the  collection  system.  Ernie  was  replaced  by  Harold  Gracia,  Jr. 
During  the  past  year  the  Sewer  Enterprise  Account  was  established.  This 
allows  for  user  fees  to  address  operating  expenses  and  the  capitalization 
account  for  replacement  and  new  equipment. 

Percolation  tests,  which  is  always  a  barometer  of  housing  starts  have  been 
on  the  increase.  Inquiries  for  sub-divisions  and  actual  sub-divisions 
are  on  the  increase.  There  is  a  concern  by  both  the  Dighton  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  the  Dighton  Water  Dept,  as  to  the  ability  or  potential  of 
supplying  water  from  our  present  well  sources  if  the  number  of  new  homes 
increases  drastically.  This  is  also  a  strong  concern  of  the  Dighton 
Planning  Board. 

A  second  annual  Pow  Wow  was  held  in  Dighton  by  regional  Indians  with  the 
endorsement  of  the  Dighton  Historical  Commission.  All  monetary 
were  designated  to  a  fund  to  preserve  the  Council  Oak.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  thank  Chief  Three  Bears,  Lee  Maddix  and  their  fine  group.  The 
happening  was  extremely  successful. 

By  vote  of  Town  Meeting,  a  number  of  committees  were  formed.  School  Build- 
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ing  Needs  Committee,  Committee  to  Study  the  need  of  a  full  time  Town  Admin¬ 
istrator  and  Soil  Conservation  Board. 

Again,  the  financial  audit  was  requested  to  be  done  on  an  annual  basis  be¬ 
cause  of  General  Revenue  sharing  and  in  part,  because  of  the  receipt  of 
Federal  and  State  grant  money.  The  accounting  firm  of  Malone  &  Tandler 
once  again  completed  the  audit. 

The  Dighton  Highway  Department  seal  coated  8.95  miles  of  road:  Pine, 

Susan,  Cheryl,  Rebecca,  Karen,  Cedar  (from  Williams  to  Lewis),  Main, 
Wellington  (from  Williams  to  Town  Line),  Center  (from  Route  138  to 
bridge)  and  Maple  Swamp.  Main  Street  was  reconstructed  and  paved  for  980 
feet  with  bituminous  concrete  (blacktop)  from  Williams  to  Elm.  Another 
good  year  for  Supt.  Perry  and  his  fine  crew.  We  received  payment  from 
the  Federal  and  State  governments  for  our  reported  losses  during 
Hurricane  Gloria.  Two  flashling  school  bus  entering  signs  were  erected 
by  the  Highway  Department  in  the  school  zone  and  are  now  functioning  on 
a  daily  basis.  Drainage  is  an  ever  present  problem.  The  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  has  received  many  complaints  regarding  drainage  on  Williams,  Milk 
and  Elm  Street  to  mention  a  few.  The  request  to  reconstruct  Williams 
Street  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Federal  Highway  Administrator.  Monies 
have  been  transferred  to  work  on  Milk  Street  in  concert  with  the  contractor 
who  is  doing  the  sub-division  in  the  general  area.  It  is  also  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  request  funds  at  Town  Meeting  to  address  the 
situation  in  the  Elm/Hart  Street  area. 

It  is  becoming  evident  that  capital  needs  of  the  School  Department,  Insur¬ 
ance  in  general,  and  retirment  cost  in  particular  are  manifesting  a 
pattern  of  upward  movement.  These  catefories  bear  watching  and  will  need 
addressing.  Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Senator  John  Parker  and  Rep.  Joan 
Menard  and  their  staffs  for  their  continued  efforts.  Also,  our  thanks 
are  extended  to  Congesssman  J.  Joseph  Moakley  and  his  staff.  Thank  you 
all. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who  assisted 
us  in  carrying  out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Boards,  Committees, 
Commissions  and  Operating  Departments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest 
and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  We  extend  our  appreciation  to  Attorneys 
Peter  B.  Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay  for  their  contin¬ 
ued  invaluable  assistance.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


Our  annual  report  to  the  citizens  of  Dighton  is ‘ as 'follows : 

We  feel  that  the  revaluation  company  (Municipal  Management,  Consultants) 
contracted  by  the  Board,  did  a  fine  job  as  indicated  by  the  low  amount  of 
abatement  applications  received  in  this  office.  Of  approximately  2600  parcels 
valued,  only  67  abatement  applications  or  iH  per  cent  were  received. 

Residential  taxpayers  incurred  a  larger  portion  of  the  tax  burden  in 
Fiscal  1986,  because  state  mandated  minimum  residential  factors  shifted  more 
of  the  burden  from  Commerical,  Industrial  and  Personal  Classifications  to 
residential. 

Due  to  late  funding  for  the  revaluation  process,  tax  bills  for  Fiscal  1986 
were  late.  We  on  the  Board  feel  that  Fiscal  1987  bills  will  be  back  on  line 
by  May  of  1987.  We  feel  the  need  to  have  appropriations  for  future  "revaluations" 
incorporated  annually  into  the  town  budget  to  avoid  future  delays.  The  Assessors 
will  request  a  portion  of  the  anticipated  amount  ($70,000.)  for  the  Fiscal 
1989  Revaluation  be  appropriated  at  the  May  Town  Meeting. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  taken  advantage  of  the  many  educational 
courses  offered  by  the  M.A.A.O.  Education  Committee,  in  order  to  acquire  the 
expertise  to  better  serve  the  Town.  Presently  all  the  members  of  the  Board 
are  certified  to  set  the  tax  rate.  A  new  board  member  David  J.  Long,  was 
elected  to  office  in  March  of  1986  and  enrolled  and  completed  course  101  as 
required  by  the  state,  in  September  of  1986  at  University  of  Mass.,  in  Amherst. 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  a  number  of  exemptions  available  through 
the  state  are  not  being  sought  by  our  townspeople.  We  welcome  your  inquiries  to 
this  matter,  and  any  other  questions  you  may  have. 

Our  staff  has  been  instrumental  in  maintaining  the  professional  atmosphere 
a  well  managed  Assessors  Office  requires.  The  Board  v;ishes  to  express  our 
thanks  to  them  for  giving  that  little  extra  of  themselves  by  their  continued 
support  of  assistance,  enabling  us  to  satisfy  the  citizen,  taxpayer.  State  and 
Town's  needs. 

The  Board  thanks  all  who  assisted  us  in  carrying  out  our  duties,  for 
without  the  cooperation  from  the  public,  our  staff,  other  Boards,  Committees, 
Commissions  and  operating  Departments,  the  law  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay,  specifically 
Peter  B.  &  David  T.,  our  tasks  as  Assessors  for  the  Town  of  Dighton  would  be 
much  more  laborious.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited 
to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will 
become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31.  Kindergarten 
registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those 
children  who  are  at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become 
five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  v/ho  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
birth  certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a 
doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  diphtheria, 
tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  polio  or 
a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 
Children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  also.

ELEMENTARY,  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  &  KINDERGARTEN 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the  notice  will 
be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton;  WSAR  and  WALE, 
Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR-TV,  Vmm,  WHJJ,  WHJY,  WSNE  and  WAVE, 
Providence;  and  WARA,  Attleboro,  WBZ  Boston. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be 
school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  unless 
unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO  THE  CITIZENS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  DIGHTON: 

I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  report  as  superintendent  of  schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred 
during  the  calendar  year  1986. 

These  pages  over  the  past  five  or  more  years  have  chronicled 
the  financial  and  facility  problems  which  confront  your  students  and 
staff. 

These  two  issues,  insufficient  financial  resources  and  absence 
of  appropriate  facilities,  reached  the  calamity  stage  in  1986. 

The  facility  problem  was  underscored  when  it  became  obvious  to 
parents  of  primary  grade  youngsters  that  projected  increased 
enrollment  in  the  first  grade  dictated  that  the  number  of  youngsters 
in  each  first  grade  was  approaching  thirty.  It  was  very  clear  to  the 
school  committee  during  the  public  meetings  on  the  problem  of  lack  of 
adequate  space  that  parents  objected  to  class  size  which  would  place 
their  primary  grade  children  in  classes  above  twenty-five  students. 

Subsequent  to  a  number  of  subcommittee  meetings  and  full  school 
committee  meetings  addressing  possible  solutions  to  the  problem  of 
classes  which  were  too  large  and  the  lack  of  appropriate  space  to 
house  additional  sections, .  the  school  committee  decided  to  add  a 
teacher  to  the  consulting  team  at  the  elementary  school  as  the  best 
solution  for  the  reopening  of  school  for  the  1986-87  school  year. 
That  solution  was  accepted  because  of  the  outstanding  success  the 
consulting  team  program  had  achieved  over  the  past  two  years. 
However,  shortly  after  school  opened,  the  teachers  suggested  that 
the  teachers'  room  be  converted  to  a  resource  room  and  that  the 

resource  room  be  utilized  to  house  an  additional  section  of  first 
grade.  The  school  committee  voted  to  establish  the  additional 
section.  The  four  sections  of  first  grade  became  operational  in 
November,  1986.  The  teacher,  for  the  additional  section  of  first 
grade  was  transferred  from  the  consulting  team  program.  The  action 
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by  the  school  committee,  using  the  teachers'  room  as  a  classroom,  is 
limited  to  the  1986-87  school  year.  Therefore,  the  problem  of 
insufficient  classrooms  to  house  the  student  enrollment  will  occur 
again  for  the  1987-88  school  year. 

The  need  for  solutions  for  the  1987-88  school  year  will  be 
dealt  with  by  the  committee  during  the  winter  months.  However,  the 
long  range  solutions  for  the  facility  problem  are  being  addressed  by 
the  Building  Needs  Committee  which  was  approved  by  the  voters  at  the 
annual  town  meeting.  The  committee,  chaired  by  Russell  Levinson,  has 
been  very  active  and  is  prepared  to  make  its  report  to  the  town  at 
the  next  town  meeting.  Permanent  solutions  must  be  approved  by  the 
voters  if  we  are  to  achieve  our  expectations  and  continue  to  offer 
the  programs  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  today's  school  children. 

EXCELLENCE  IN  EDUCATION  IS  A  DESIRABLE  AND  ATTAINABLE  GOAL 
The  other  crisis,  lack  of  sufficient  financial  resources, 
became  a  major  problem  when  the  voters  at  the  annual  town  meeting  cut 
the  budget  by  $178,815  and  the  D-R  assessment  by  $34,615.  The  reason 
given  by  the  finance  committee  for  the  reduction  was  the  town  could 
not  provide  the  money  requested.  Again,  parents  became  alarmed  when 
the  school  committee  announced  the  types  of  program  .cuts  that  would 
be  required  to  meet  the  budget  that  was  voted  at  the  annual  town 
meeting. 

As  a  result  of  a  combined  effort  by  the  school  committee  and 
interested  parents,  a  special  town  meeting  was  called  and  the  voters 
added  $95,000  to  the  K-8  budget  and  $5,000  to  the  D-R  assessment. 
The  additional  $95,000  in  the  K-8  budget  reduced  the  required  cuts  to 
$83,815.  The  loss  of  $83,815  will  have  a  negative  impact  on  the 
services,  supplies,  and  materials  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
curriculum  and  extracurricular  programs.  The  voters  of  Dighton  need 
to  recommit  themselves  to  providing  educational  programs  which  will 
prepare  today's  youth  to  be  effective,  productive,  contributing 
citizens  in  the  twenty-first  century, 

EDUCATION  IS  A  SOUND  INVESTMENT  IN  OUR  FUTURE 
The  focus  of  the  school  committee,  administrative  staff,  and 
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teachers  is  created  by  the  development  of  our  annual  theme  and  our 
annual  mission  and  goals. 

1986-87  THEME 
KNOWLEDGE  IS  POWER 

Each  month  the  teachers  draw  attention  to  the  theme  by  posting 
it  on  classroom  bulletin  boards  and  creating  a  monthly  theme  which 
suggests  why  the  Theme  of  the  Year  is  importatnt  to  them  as  students. 

In  addition  to  the  Theme  of  the  Year,  the  school  committee 
adopts  a  Mission  and  Goals  each  year.  The  Mission  and  Goals  for  1986- 
87  follow: 

MISSION 

To  continue  to  work  v/ith  the  community  for  the  acceptance  of 
excellence  in  education  as  a  desirable  and  attainable  goal. 

GOAL  1 

To  continue  development  of  a  true  spirit  of  cooperation  and 
mutual  respect  v/ithin  both  our  school  and  our  community. 

To  continue  to  support  the  staff  development 
project  under  the  leadership  of  the  administrative  team  and 
four  coordinators,  utilizing  a  Union/Region-wide  needs  survey. 

To  encourage,  support,  and  coordinate  the  NEASC 
evaluations  of  the  elementary  and  middle  schools. 

To  establish  a  self-supporting  summer  school  program  for 
students  which  will  provide  maintenance,  enrichment,  and 
remedial  programs. 

To  continue  to  improve  cooperation,  coordination  and 
communication  with  selectmen  and  finance  committee. 

To  help  foster  the  valuable  use  of  more  volunteers  in  the 
schools . 

GOAL  II 

To  provide  ongoing  support  to  the  Union/Region  Curriculum 
Project. 

To  continue  to  support  the  implementation  phase  of  the 
communication  skills,  mathematics,  health  and  physical 
education  projects. 
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To  coordinate,  investigate,  and  develop  appropriate  early 
childhood,  pre  and  primary  education  programs  for  both  regular 
and  special  needs  children  (under  Chapter  188  and  SPED 
allocation  grants) . 

To  begin  planning  for  projects  in  the  areas  of  science, 
social  studies,  and  gifted  and  talented  education  for  major 
involvement  during  the  1987-88  academic  year. 

To  study  the  extracurricular  activities  program  v/ith 
goals  toward  improvement. 

REFLECTIONS 

Everyone  connected  with  the  school  system  takes  pride  in  the 
individual  and  collective  achievements  of  staff  and  students.  We 
acknowledge  that  holding  high  expectations  for  students  is  very 
important  to  their  success.  Your  classroom  teachers  recognize  that 
holding  high  expectations,  actively  engaging  the  students  in  the 
learning  process,  and  providing  timely  feedback  to  them  on  their 
performance  are  three  reasons  why  we  are  so  successful. 

In  addition  to  our  responsibilities  in  subject  matter 
acquisition,  society  also  asks  us  to  solve  its  social  problems. 
Currently,  state  and  national  leaders  are  advocating  DRUG  FREE 
SCHOOLS.  We  have  been  pursuing  that  goal  for  a  number  of  years!  We 
recognize  that  it  is  a  significant  problem  which  must  be  solved.  We 
also  know  that  it  is  a  community  problem  not  just  a  school 
problem.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 

DIGHTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the 
Dighton  Public  Schools. 


ENROLLMENT 

Our  total  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1986,  Kindergarten  through 
grade  eight,  was  646  students.  Compared  to  last  year,  this  represents 
an  increase  of  seven  students  at  the  elementary  school  and  an  increase 
of  six  students  at  the  middle  school. 

ADMINISTRATION 

For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Dighton  School  Committee 
decided  to  continue  the  one  principal  organization  for  the  Dighton 
schools.  As  during  the  previous  year,  this  structure  includes  the 
following  positions  and  staff  in  addition  to  one  principal  for  both 
schools; 

Department  Head  -  Middle  School:  Mr.  George  Costa 

SPED  Coordinator  -  Middle  School;  Mr.  George  Costa 

Senior  Teacher  ~  Elementary  School;  Mrs.  Ann  DiDomenico  * 

SPED  Coordinator  -  Elementary  School;  Ms.  Pamela  Smith 

PERSONNEL 

Mrs.  Alice  Lopresti  returned  from  maternity  leave  and  assumed 
the  position  of  grade  one  teacher  at  the  elementary  school.  This 
position  was  vacated  when  Mrs.  Linda  Roy's  request  for  transfer  to 
grade  four  was  approved. 

Because  of  the  large  enrollment  in  grade  one,  the  School  Committee 

decided  to  expand  the  Consulting  Teacher  Program  at  the  elementEa:‘y 
the 

school  for/expressed  purpose  of  increasing  its  involvement  in  grade 
one.  Mrs.  Sherry  Tibbetts  was  appointed  as  a  teacher  in  this  program. 
As  a  new  member  of  the  Consulting  Teacher  Team,  she  joined  Mrs.  Linda 
Carter  who  was  appointed  to  the  position  of  tutor  which  was  vacated 
by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Carol  Horton. 
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As  a  member  of  the  K-8  specialist  and  support  staff,  Mrs.  Barbara 
Wallace  took  on  the  task  of  director  of  the  middle  school  chorus.  Her 
expertise  and  the  high  regard  expressed  for  her  by  the  staff  and 
students  quickly  brought  about  a  rejuvenation  of  the  vocal  music  program 
at  the  middle  school. 


CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

The  middle  school  brought  national  recognition  to  Dighton  when 
Mrs.  Margaret  Caron  and  her  sixth  graders  were  awarded  the  outstanding 
NEED  (National  Energy  Education  Day)  Project  Award.  For  their  efforts, 
Mrs.  Caron  and  three  representative  students  went  to  Washington,  D.C. 

to  participate  in  the  award  ceremonies.  We  proudly  display  the 

» 

plaque  presented  to  our  school  in  the  school  office. 

Extracurricular  activities  were  very  prominent  at  both  schools. 

The  middle  school  experienced  a  remarkable  growth  of  after  school 
opportunities  for  students.  In  addition  to  the  efforts  of  the  middle 
school  staff,  Mr.  Jeffrey  White  and  Mr.  Timothy  Sullivan  from  our 
elementary  staff,  made  very  significant  contributions  in  this  area. 

The  future  thrust  of  education  will  be  in  the  area  of  communication 
skills,  thinking  and  reasoning  skills.  A  very  prominent  role  in 
developing  these  skills  will  be  assigned  to  the  computer.  Even  with 
limited  hardware  at  our  disposal,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  several 
of  our  teachers  are  in  the  forefront  of  developing  the  skills  which 
will  be,  and  are  now,  in  demand.  Mr.  Raymond  Medeiros,  in  grade  eight 
Mrs.  Margaret  Caron  and  Mrs.  Brenda  Patten,  in  grade  six,  are  giving 
our  students  the  opportunity  to  acquire  skills  which  will  predominate 
in  the  90 's  and  beyond. 

The  Dighton  Schools  Testing  Program,  which  included  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Assessment  of  Educational  Progress  Tests,  gave  notice  that 
our  work  in  the  curriculum  areas  of  Communication  Skills  and  Math 
are  having  a  positive  impact.  In  the  Basic  Skills  Tests  administered 
to  grades  three  and  six,  all  of  our  third  graders  exceeded 
minimum  standards  in  all  areas:  reading,  math,  writing,  listening. 

In  the  sixth  grade,  99%  of  our  students  did  equally  as  well. 
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The  California  Achievement  Tests,  which  are  administered  to 
grades  two,  five,  and  seven,  showed  that  the  Dighton  schools  are  well 
above  national  norms  in  the  areas  of  reading  and  math.  This  conclusion 
was  further  solidified  when  we  received  our  scores  on  the  Massachusetts 
Assessment  of  Educational  Progress  Tests.  Our  third  graders  achieved 
outstanding  scores  and  our  seventh  graders  were  substantially  above 
the  state  averages  in  reading,  math,  and  science. 

FACILITIES 

Assisted  by  funds  from  Chapter  188,  the  School  Improvement  Council 
at  the  Dighton  Middle  School  decided  to  create  a  reference  area. 

This  facility  will  be  located  in  what  was  formerly 

the  school  library  and  the  faculty  area.  Progress  to  date  includes: 
removal  of  walls,  carpeting,  carpentry,  and  electrical  work.  The 
reference  room  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  September  1987.  The 
Dighton  Parents  Group  has  been  very  active  in  its  financial  and  moral 
support  of  this  undertaking. 


CONCLUSION 

The  growth  and  acceptance  of  the  K-8  concept  for  the  Dighton 
schools  has  had  a  significant  positive  impact  on  the  school  system. 

To  all  of  the  staff,  parents,  and  members  of  the  community  who  have 
recognized  the  value  of  this  approach  and  have  accepted  the 

opportunities  which  it  offered,  I  express  my  deepest  thanks.

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 


ENROLLMENT 

The  official  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1986,  was  910 
students.  This  is  23  students  less  than  last  year  and  continues 
the  downward  trend  that  is  scheduled  to  continue  for  a  few  more 
years.  The  Class  of  1987  has  235  students  and  is  the  largest 
class  in  the  school. 


CLASS  OF  1986 


This  senior  class  graduated  221  students:  92  from  Dighton 
and  129  from  Rehoboth.  Six  students  did  not  meet  graduation 
requirements.  Of  the  221  students  11^  went  on  to  higher  education, 
86  took  jobs,  13  went  into  the  service,  and  3  were  undecided. 

All  members  of  the  Class  of  1986  passed  the  3  required 
State  Tests  for  Basic  Skills  in  the  area  of  reading,  writing, 
and  mathematics.  Superior  academic^awards  were  presented  to  5 
seniors  and  Outstanding  academic  awards  were  presented  to  30. 
Four-year  perfect  attendance  certificates  were  presented  to  13 
seniors.

7.  Miss  Elaine  Oliveira,  Portugues/Spanish ,  returned  as 
Mrs.  Elaine  Silvestre. 
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HIGHLIGHTS 


1.  We  began  a  Planning  Center/Reality  Therapy  program  after 
workshops#  school  visitations#  and  discussions  were  held 
in  1985-86  on  the  merits  of  such  a  program.  Previous  to 
this  program#  students  who  committed  offenses  that  were 
punishable  by  out-of-school  suspensions  received  no 
opportunity  to  keep  up  with  classwork  or  receive  counseling 
while  on  suspension.  For  all  but  a  few  serious  violations 
the  student  is  now  assigned  to  the  Planning  Center  for  a 
number  of  days#  receives  counseling#  must  keep  up  with 
school  work#  and  must  write  a  plan  that  indicates  how 
behavior  will  be  modified  to  prevent  such  behavior  in 

the  future.  The  plan  must  meet  with  the  approval  of 
all  parties  concerned.  Mr.  Kevin  Farrell#  a  certified 
reality  therapist#  works  in  the  center  with  the  students. 

2.  A  new  roof  was  added  to  the  school  in  the  summer  of  1986. 
After  25  years#  too  many  leaks  had  developed  and  patching 
was  no  longer  viable  and  cost-effective. 

3.  Mr.  David  Driscoll,  Social  Studies#  was  the  faculty 
Mustard  Seed  recipient  selected  by  the  student  body  and 
student  government#  while  Andrew  Schultz  was  the  student 
recipient  selected  by  the  faculty. 

4.  An  IBM  Personal  Computer  was  added  to  the  Guidance 
Department  that  enabled  students  to  run  the  "Discover" 
software  program.  This  program  provides  students  a 
printed  copy  of  career  information#  selection  of  schools, 
financial  aid  information#  etc. 

5.  New  band  uniforms  were  purchased  for  the  first  time  since 
the  school  opened.  The  pep  squad  was  reorganized  into  a 
flag-twirling  unit  and  along  with  the  majorettes  were 
combined  with  the  marching  band  into  the  Falconeers 
Marching  Ensemble.  Much  work  and  effort  were  provided  by 
the  Parent  Support  Group. 

6.  Selected  highlights  in  other  curriculum  areas: 

English  -  students  participated  in  9  writing  or 

speaking  contests. 

Foreign  Language  -  6  students  hosted  a  French  student 

for  the  month  of  August. 

Social  Studies  -  A  team  of  students  was  formed  to  compete 

in  the  Channel  6  ,-  WLNE  -  News  Game . 
Business  Education  -  Keyboarding  curriculum  was  changed 

to  develop  and  emphasize  skills  and 
technique  with  less  emphasis  being 
placed  on  production. 

Mathematics  -  With  the  introduction  of  Algebra  I  in  grade 

8  the  accelerated  program  now  can  be  revised 
to  include  a  fifth  year  of  mathematics. 
Science  -  D,-R  Science  Department  served  as  host  school  for 
the  Rivers  and  Ponds  Project  sponsored  by  S.M.U. 
and  the  Lloyd  Center  for  Environmental  Studies. 

Art  -  D-R  had  11  acceptances  at  the  regional#  state# 

and  national  levels  of  the  Scholastic  Art  Awards 
Show. 

Special  Education  -  participated  in  area  Suicide  Prevention 

Group  and  sponsored  a  presentation  by 
the  Samaritans  to  all  members  of  the 
Class  of  1989. 
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7.  On  the  athletic  field  D-R  participated  for  the  first  time 
with  8  other  schools  in  the  newly  formed  South  Coast 
Conference.  The  Conference  was  an  unqualified  success. 

It  received  praise  not  only  from  the  players  and  coaches, 
but  from  area  newspapers  as  well.  We  have  begun  to 
initiate  competition  in  academic  areas  also;  math,  drama, 
debate,  college  bowl,  etc.  We  foresee  a  great  future  for 
this  conference. 


•  CONCLUSION 

We  at  D-R  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  our  resources  and 

focused  on  creating  an  effective  school  atmosphere 
that  enhances  the  educational  opportunities  for  all  of  our 
students.  We  cite  the  previously  mentioned  Planning  Center, 
the  continued  expansion  and  implementation  of  computers 
throughout  the  curriculum,  the  introduction  of  a  new  college 
counsel  program  in  guidance,  and  many  similar  achievements. 

At  the  same  time,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  study  currently  being  made  to  upgrade  and  modernize 
the  physical  plant  to  carry  us  into  the  next  century.  After 
25  years  of  faithful  service  and  diligent  maintenance,  the 
plant  is  tired  and  in  need  of  repair  and  expansion.  The 
current  school  committee  and  administrative  staff  have  included 
townspeople  and  a  committee  to  examine  and  make  recommendations 
for  modernization.  In  past  reports,  I  have  always  expressed 
my  gratitude  for  the  support  our  townspeople  have  given  to  us 
over  the  years.  We  hope  that  you  will  support  the  modernization 
program  when  it  is  fully  developed  and  presented  to  you.

All  students  in  grades  4,  8,  and  those  taking  part  in  interscholastic  sports 
are  now  required  to  have  physical  examinations  by  their  private  physicians. 
162  Physical  Examinations  Forms  were  sent  home. 

159  Physicals  were  completed  prior  to  the  end  of  the  school  year.

Immunization  Program: 

Complete  immunization  for  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough  (D.P.T.),  Measles,. 
Mumps,  and  Rubella  (MMR)  and  Polio  was  offered,  free  of  charge,  to  all  Dighton 
children  by  the  Dighton  Board  of  Health  and  the  Dighton  School  Department  at 
clinics  held  in  April  and  May  1986.
